Own Saturday evening, The School for Scandal was, upon the whole, 
very well performed. Mr. W. Farren’s excellence in Sir Peter is too 
universally acknowledged to require*observation ; and this will apply 
to the Charles Surface of Mr. C. Kemble; the secession of Mr. Ellis- 
ton from the London boards leaves him quite without a rival in this 
part. Mr. Warde is too undisguised a hypocrite ;—we could not _al- 
low any great merit to Lady Teaszle for resisting advances so little 
seductive. The Sir Benjamin Backbite of Jones, and the Mre. Can- 
dour of Mrs. Gibbs, are, indeed, worthy of the author. Miss Ches- 
ter’s Lady Teazle is an elegant performance—too much so we suspect 
for absolute correctness ; indeed, we are decidedly of opinion that 
Miss Kelly’s is,-after all, the proper reading of the character; and, 
we have no doubt, the public will second this opinion whenever that 
most excellent actress shall be induced to repeat the part. The Pan- 
tomime followed.—Mr. Parsloe’s exertions and activity are most won- 
derful, but we cannot felicitate him on his animal assumptions ;—he 
has nothing about him like a cat but a tail—not a single attitude re- 
minds us of that elegant animal ; it was in the perfect appearance and 
habits of the animal he represented, that Mazurier evinced such de- 
cided genius—for genius it is, that can seize and embody with such 
fidelity the manners even of a monkey.—The house was crowded in 
everypart, except the third tier of boxes.
